Even if this bill provided

inequities, federalizing what is 


already a sound system would 
be a questionable move. But 
H.R. 9431 doesn’t even touch 
abuses. 
Reflecting on the 
government’s mishandling of 
the Black Lung Program and 
other compensation matters, the 
present state set-up looks very 
satisfactory. 
The best role for the federal 
government 
is 
to 
continue 
providing the states with en­ 
couragement and assistance in 
their efforts to improve and 
modernize 
their

compensation programs.

GRASSROOTS ENERGY 
CZARS 
Energy czars are not confined 
to Washington, D. C. They are 
making their appearance at the 
grassroots, so to speak - in 
companies where saving energy 
is vital to success. 
One such company, a leading 
forest products concern, has an 
energy czar in command of a 
ten-member task force charged 
with 
developing 
ways 
and 
means of economizing on energy 
consumption. According to the 
business editor of The Seattle 
Post- Intelligencer, “The task 
force came into being four years 
ago, at a time when most of us 
were blissfully ignorant oi the 
whole matter.” This company’s 
energy czar calculates that his 
task force has saved the com­ 
pany some $1.2 million in fuel 
bills at a cost of $900,000. 
Savings currently are running at 
a rate of $2.5 million a year and 
growing all the time. 
The ways in which the timber 


company is pioneering in 
energy 
conservation 
are 
striking. First, its so^alled 
energy 
czar 
reports that 
researchers have found the U.S., 
as a whole, wastes 60 percent of 
the 73 quadrillion British 
Thermal Units (BTU) of energy 
produced each year. As prices of 
oil have risen, the drive to 
conserve energy and find 
substitute fuels has mounted. 
This particular timber com­ 
pany’s engineers will shortly 
have drawing-board plans for a 
completely self-sufficient pulp 
mill. It is even looking into the 
possibility of using some of its 
own lands to grow trees or other 
crops for fuel. 
These con­ 
servation efforts are all part of a 
new BTU accounting system - a 
system whose purpose is to 
make the most efficient use of 
energy from whatever source it 
is derived.

Jobs 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON - The FBI, 
without technically telling an 
untruth, has led the public to 
believe its agents took part in no 
more 
than 
238 
criminal 
housebreakings. 
The 
actual 
figure is well over 1,000 and may 
surpass 2,000. 
These “black bag” jobs, as the 
late FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover 
called them, were 
employed 
principally against suspected 
spies, organized crime figures, 
foreign diplomats and a few 
dangerous revolutionaries. 
But Hoover also sent his 
agents 
to 
burglarize 
the 
premises of law-abiding U.S. 
citizens whom the old FBI cur­ 
mudgeon simply disliked. 
Confidenital 
FBI 
memos, 
obtained 
by 
the 
Senate 
Intelligence 
Committee, 
acknowledged that the “black 
bag” jobs violated the criminal 
laws the FBI was supposed to 
enforce. Yet we have learned 
from FBI sources that Hoover, 
although sworn to uphold the 
laws, 
personally 
sanctioned 
more than 1,000 of the break-ins. 
Not until 1967 did Hoover take 
steps, in a self-serving memo 
turned up by the Senate probers, 
to end the break-ins. Even then, 
we have 1 canned, it wasn’t his 
own idea but pressure from 
then-Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark 
that brought the change. 
The figure of 238 “surrep- 
titions 
entries,” 
as 
the 
burglaries were politely called, 
first appeared in an FBI memo 
to the Senate committee on Sept. 
23,1975. 
The memo accurately but 
cagily reported that the 238 
housebreakings were perpetrated 
against 14 ‘ domestic subversive 
targets” 
during 
the 1942-68 
period. But a careful reading 
shows the bureau left a hedge. 
Almost in passing, the memo 
indicates the figure is “in­ 
complete,” based as much on the 
memory of agents as on actual 
data. Indeed, Hoover purposely 


destroyed many of the records 
dealing withthe break-ins, 
presumably 
to 
eliminate 
documentary evidence of the 
FBI crimes. 
From our internal sources, 
however, we have ascertained 
that some top FBI officials 
believe the l.OOO-to-2,000 figure 
is a “conservative estimate” of 
the total housebreakings. These 
include not only burglaries to 
get information but break-ins to 
install bugging devices. 


One 
source 
said 
the 
housebreakings go back far 
beyond 1942 and never ter­ 
minated completely in 1968. 
Under 
FBI 
chief 
Clarence 
Kelley, however, the bureau has 
scrupulously 
followed 
legal 
procedures. 
The 
Senate 
Intelligence 
Committee, 
meanwhile, 
has 
pushed the FBI hard for more 
complete break-in figures. The 
committee will release a report 
shortly showing the confirmed 
housebreakings totaled slightly 
less than 1,000. Our higher 
figures, however, came from 
indisputable FBI sources. 
In defense of the past practice 
of breaking and entering, the 
FIB said this technique was 
used only “to obtain secret and 
closely guarded organizational 
and financial information” or to 
plant electronic equipment in 
tthe most “highly selective” 
cases.

She ferried Mrs. Burton to the 
market, to clothing stores and to 
parties, the filed papers allege. 
On one occasion, Mrs. Coleman 
picked up a burton aide at Dulles 
Airport, she said, but later 
discovered he had submitted a 
voucher for the trip and had 
chiseled $20 out of the tax­ 
payers. 
The staff member, 
Maurice 
Shean, 
vigourously 
denies the charge. 
On the way home from 
another airport pickup, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Coleman, 
the 
cigarette smoke in her car was 
so thick, it precipitated an asth­ 
ma attack. A statement from 
her doctor adds that she was so 
affected by the smoke, she had 
to be hospitalized. 
Her 
husband, 
in 
another 
signed 
statement, 
said she 
became “a slave to her office,” 
leading to two 
separations 
before she was fired by Burton 
earlier this year. 
Responding to the Labor 
Dept’s request for comment, 
Burton said Mrs. Coleman’s 
illness had made her irritable, 
nervous and absent from work 
about two months a year since 
1974. He conceded to us that she 
had driven him a great deal but 
said he had reimbursed her for 
some trips. 
In any case, he said, chauf- 
feuring “was part of her job 
responsibility 
and

Year of the Showdown: 
Labor Chiefs open massive 
wage drive as Presidential 
Campaign heats up 
WASHINGTON- I can still 
hear Dick Nixon cussing out one 
of his personal Armageddons. 
This one was the 13-week United 
Auto Workers (UAW) strike 
against General Motors in 1970. 
The President said the walkout 
had 
derailed 
American 
prosperity. And today Jerry 
Ford is being briefed during 
campaign breathers 
and is 
wondering aloud to his economic 
vizier Bill Seidman about the 
possibility 
of 
a 
similar 
derailment, circa 1976. 
And with good reason. This 
nation is strung out with 
miniature Armageddons. And 
while there aren’t any instant 
cataclysms, the potential is here 
- for this is the year the in­ 
dustrialists have decided to take 
one tough showdown with the 
onrushing unions. Labor chiefs 
recognize the challenge. So 
you’ll soon see some fancy 
chariot work. 
First, labor prexy George 
Many is making a personal thing 
of the rubber industry strike. 
Which means he’s throwing his 
considerable weight behind the 
boycott of one of the Big Four 
tire manufacturers. Thus the 
conjecture now is that the in­ 
dustry will 
“solid-up.” The 
prediction is for a six to eight 
weeks’ strike of the tire fac­ 
tories. Since some 
auto 
manufactuers 
already are 
rolling cars and trucks to their 
dealers without the fifth (spare) 
tire, presumably there may be a 
tire shortage before strike’s end. 
This would kick some of the 
wedges from under the instant 
auto 
industry 
prosperity, 
complicate 
the July 
labor- 
management negotiations in the 
car field, and perhaps lead to a 
strike of one of the Big Three 
auto firms. Probably General 
Motors. 
Auto union president Leonard 
Woodcock says the UAW will 
have some $175 million in its 
strike fund by mid-September, 
when the contracts expire. I 
reckon the moneys will run close 
to $200 million - a pity to waste. 
This could support the union’s 
400,000 GM hourly rated workers 
during a two-month strike. 


Before we swing back to 
Meany’s war on the rubber 
industry, it’s vital to understand 
the mood of labor’s rank and file 
these days - its unskilled in­ 
terpretation of the so-called Cost 
oi Living Allowance, its great, 
expectations and what I call its 
belief 
in 
latter-day 
“en­ 
titlements.” 
There’s a new rank and file - 
much of it ethnic minorities, 
mudi of it young, all of it now 
better educated than a decade 
ago It believes that profitable 
union contracts must constantly 
pour out of what counsellor 
Arthur Goldberg once called 
“slot machine unionism.” Put in 
your dues. Pull the handle. Out 
comes an agreement with heavy 
wage increases and 
exotic 
fringes now coming to over 50 
per cent f t the actual cash 
hourly ratfc 


Previous gains are inviolate 
no matter how economically 
impossible. That’s the case in 
the silly San Francisco mini­ 
general strike. Or in the rash of 
hospital strike threats, walkouts 
and nurses’ job actions, just to 
mention a few of he hundreds of 
stoppages across the country. 
There’s the strike oi 22,000NY 
residential 
building 
service 
workers. They are the nation’s 
highest paid in the non-skilled 
classification. They average a 
labor cost of $13,000 a year. They 
get 11 holidays, double time and 
a half for holiday work; 10 days 
sick leave and finally five weeks 
vacation. That’s a 10-month 
year. 
And 
now 
they’re 
demanding a $50-a-week hike, 
just for starters. 
Ant the sanitation union’s 
chief John DeLury says his 
unionists won’t pick iq> the 
garbage of struck buildings 
though neatly piled in plastic 
bags at the edge of te sidewalk. 
And this one may run for a 
month. 
This year the money just isn’t 
available. That’s the key. The 
money isn’t there to pay them 
more and more. 
There are 
higher fuel costs, higher taxes, 
higher skilled craft repair rates. 
And now the New York hospital 
workers are demanding higher 
wages, though the municipal, 
state, federal and medicaid 
funds aren’t there. The em­ 
battled unions are Local 1199, 
the Martin Luther King Jr. 
memorial union, and Victor 
Gotbaum’s 
now-heavily 
publicized municipal employes. 
And there’s the New York 
subway union which already 
gets IS240 a week, plus heavy 
fringes for floor-washing por­ 
ters. 


With those unskilled workers 
in mind, let’s view today’s 
major Armageddon, the rubber 
industry front. Meany has just 
dispatched a three-page letter, 
with a six-page appendix, to all 
AFL-CIO state and local central 
federations, outlining full tire 
boycott strategy - right down to 
the most minute detail. 
Word from longshoremen’s 
leader Teddy Gleason is that his 
men won’t unload imported tires 
which may be rushed in from 
Europe and Japan to keep auto 
plants operating as inventory 
vanishes. 
So the jousting 
is on. 
Remember, the teamaerrs set 
the pace last month with a heavy 
11 to 12 per cent a year increase 
victory. If Meany’s and rubber 
workers chief Pete Bommarito’s 
boycott tactics succeed, the tire 
industry and finally the big auto 
industry will go the same route. 
And labor will win the mini- 
Armageddons all along the line. 
And Jerry Ford, sitting in the 
same Oval Office as did his 
predecessor, will say the same 
things about his game 
plan 
being shot from under him. 
Since he’s in the center he can't 
win He loses if there is a wage 
explosion or if there are long 
strikes as the industrialists hold 
tight. It’s his tough luck to be 
running for President in the 
showdmm year on the labor < 
front

THE PERIL OF POISONS 
In a feature article published by the INDIANAPOLIS 
STAR, Dr. John H. Mennear, a professor of toxicology at 
Purdue University, sounds a timely warning to parents 
of small children. 
Before the end of this year — 1976— Dr. Mennear 
warns, more than 5,000 people in America will die of 
poisoning, and another one million will be the victims of 
non-fatal poisoning episodes. 
Tragically, reports Dr. Mennear, close to two-thirds of 
those poisoned this year will be children under five years 
of age. 
These youngsters, Dr. Mennear says, will account for 
70 per cent of all cases of aspirin poisoning; 82 per cent of 
all poisonings by soaps and detergents; 68 per cent of all 
poisonings with insecticides and rat poisons; and 52 per 
cent of all poisonings with medicines. 
These tragic events can be averted or largely 
prevented, says Dr. Mennear, by observing nine safety 
rules for parents compiled by Dr. Jay 1\rena, a child 
health specialist. 
The nine rules are: 
— Never store mothballs, laundry detergents, floor 
polishes, etc. on shelves used for storing foods. 
— Never use soft drink containers for storing leftover 
liquids like turpentine, drain cleaners or spot removers. 
— Never give medicine to a child in the dark, or tell a 
child that medicine is “candy.” 
— Know that “child proof” containers are not child 
proof. They simply delay the child from getting the 
contents. Keep ALL medicines out of reach. 
— Keep medicines in original containers so that they 
can quickly be identified in case 
of a poisoning 
emergency. 
— Never keep medicines in your purse with candy and 
gum 
— Never place medicines on tables, counters, or 
window sills — even for an instant. 
— Flush unused medicines down a drain — do not put 
them in the trash. 
— Keep all yard and garden chemicals, such as weed 
killers, fertilizer, and gasoline, under lock and key. 
By following these common sense warnings and rules 
by Doctors Mennear and Arena, you may prevent your 
child from becoming one of the grim poisoning statistics 
of 1976

laws the FBI was supposed to 
enforce Yet we have learned 
from FBI sources that Hoover, 
although sworn to uphold the

more than 1,000 of the break-ins 
Not until 1967 did Hoover take 
steps, in a self serving memo 
turned up by the Senate probers, 
to end the break-ins Even then, 
we have leanned, it wasn't his 
own idea but pressure from 
then Atty. Gen Ramsey Clark 
that brought the change 
The figure of 238 “surrep- 
titions 
en tries," 
as 
the 
burglaries were politely called, 
first appeared in an FBI memo

The memo accurately but 
cagily reported that the 238 
housebreakings were perpetrated 
against 14 "domestic subversive 
targets"

shows the bureau left a hedge 
Almost in passing, the memo 
indicates the figure is "in­ 
complete, ' ’ based as much on the 
memory of agents as on actual 
data.

against General Motors in 1970. 
The President said the walkout

prosperity. 
And today Jerry 
Ford is being briefed during

wondering aloud to hts economic 
vizier Bill Seidman about the 
possibility

And with good reason This

miniature Armageddons 
And 
while there aren't any instant

D EA R DR. LA M B - I am 
on a 1,000-calorie a day diet. 
I found it necessary to take 
ham burger off my menu 
because it co n ta in s 100 
calories an ounce. In the store 
I have noticed hamburger 
marked lean and extra lean. I 
. wonder whether this type of 
hamburger would contain the 
same amount of calories per 
ounce as regular hamburger 
since most of the fat drains 
away, or whether it would 
contain fewer calories. Could 
you give me an estim ate of the 
calories per ounce in extra 
lean hamburger? 
D E A R 
R E A D E R - I 
sometimes think that 90 per 
cent of the food value infor­ 
mation available to people 
must be wrong. At least it cer­ 
tainly isn’t consistent with the 
values from the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Regular 
ground raw hamburger con­ 
tains only 76 calories per 
ounce. 
Cooked 
hamburger 
(cooked weight) contains only 
82 c a lo rie s p e r ounce. 
Remember the cooked weight 
not only has fat drained away 
from it, but the cooking 
process also elim inates water 
that is present in raw meat. 
Lean hamburger, raw, con­ 
tains 51 calories per ounce and 
cooked, 63 calories per ounce. 
The number of calories per 
ounce in hamburger certainly 
is dependent upon the amount 
of fat that's ground with it. If 
you want to have hamburger 
meat that’s lean you can get 
round steak or even a good 
lean roast and cut away all the 
fat. The separable lean of 
round steak contains only 39 
calories per ounce raw and 
only 54 calories per ounce 
cooked (broiled). 
People who like hamburger 
and want to get rid of the fat 
because they are on a calorie 
restricted diet can grind their 


own lean meat, season it with 
any number of the m eat 
sauces and broil it. This keeps 
it from being dry and still 
gives you a high protein meat 
patty You can cook the un- 
ground separable lean of 
round steak the same way. 
So much for your ham­ 
burger problem. M y question 
is why are you on a 1,000- 
calorie diet? That is a greater 
restriction than most men 
should be on. and I think it’s a 
greater restriction even than 
most small women should be 
on The sensible way to lose 
weight is gradually. 
Crash diets are dreadful. At 
the beginning of a diet you 
may lose a lot of water and 
empty out the digestive tract. 
This five to six pound loss the 
first week is not fat. The pur­ 
pose of a diet is to get rid of 
body fat. 
After the initial first week a 
sensible diet should result in 
about one pound of fat loss a 
week. Certainly no more than 
two pounds. 
One purpose of dieting is to 
learn how to eat properly. You 
might as well adjust your 
eating habits w ith a good 
balanced diet to start with. 
That way you can stay slim 
once you have achieved your 
goal rather than having the 
yo-yo effect of being fat and 
slim , fat and slim , dried out 
from loss of body water by us­ 
ing crash diet fads and then 
rehydrated with water again 
when you get off the diet.
